Under yrovisions of the agreement 
the wage rate for the 12,000 trainmen 
employed by the surfave lines will be 
advanced from 73 to 75 cents an hour. 
On the elevated lines a differential wage 
rate exists between the 4,500 conductors 
and motormen. The new pay boost ad- 


vances the conductors from 69 to 71 
cents an hour, while motormen receive 
a raise from 75 cents to 77 cents an 
hour. The new wage scales will be 
effective for one year. 


Award Covers Two Years. 


Last year when the traction employés 
threatened to strike Mayor Dever inter- 
vened and succeeded in having an arbi- 
tration board chosen to adjust the wage 
controversy. The wage award gave 
both traction employés a flat increaseT 
of 3 cents an hour for the first year. To 
prevent any possible hitch in transpor- 
tation this summer, the arbitration 
board made its award to cover a period 
of two years. The new 2 cents an hour 
beost, which becomes effective tonight. 
was the increase granted for the second 
year. 

This year’s pay increase will add ap- 
proximately $800,000 yearly to the wage 
budget of the surface lines. Guy L. 
Richardson, vice president of the sur- 
face lines, states that the, traction com- 
pany expended $29,744,012 for labor. He 
said that half of each street car fare 
goes toward the employés’ salaries. 

’ Highest Paid in U. 8. 

Chicago’s traction employés are now 
the highest paid in the country. De- 
troit and Boston follow with a 70 cents 
an hour rate. Philadelf@hia pays its 
traction employés 67% cents and Pitts- 
burgh 67 cents an hour. In other cities 
the wages are considerably lower.

Summer and Sun Preseroing. 


So far as this is a preachment, it is 
on the theme: “It is better to be ready 
and not go than to go and not be 
ready.” When it comes to making 
jellies and putting up fruit, I am sure 
there is no disputing the truth of this 
ancient maxim. But, first and last, I 
have known of many persons who get 
their fruit into the hause and then 
try to learn how to care for it. It is 
then really too late to learn. except 
by experiment, which may be a iearn- 
ing for next year rather than this. 


The most beautiful currant jelly I 
have made has been by cooking the 
currants in water to cover, and then 
thoroughly dissolving sugar with the 
drained juice, and setting the sweet- 
ened fuice in the sun with the con- 


If we have an accessible roof on 
which the sun pours, we can make 
jellies and jams of a superior sort with 
slight effort, after the sun gets sum- 
mer high. You will find all so of 
directions for sun preserving, but Miss 
Ola Powell's seem excellent to me: 


“ Cherries, currants, raspberries, or 
strawberries alone, or a combination of 
two-thirds strawberries, may be cooked 
by this method. Dampness is a great 
foe to sun cookery. The berries should 
be washed, capped, stemmed, drained, 
and measured. Allow an equal weight 
of sugar for fruit. For each two 
pounds of berries measure one-fourth 
cupful of berry juice, and heat with 
the sugar. Cook and pour over the 
whole berries in shallow trays. Stand 
in sun for three or four days.” 

“Bring in at night, use cool oven, if 
it rains. Berries should be plump in 
a near jelly.
